Applicants submitted Dr Lin's Declaration under 37 C.F.R. 1 .132 and continue to argue that the nucleic acid of the present invention is the 
ortholog of rat 0CNC2 gene because the human CNG2B polypeptide is highly expressed in the brain and its amino acid sequence Is more 
than 93% identical to that of rat 0CNC2. Applicants further argue that one skilled in the art would believe that human CNG2B and rat 
0CNC2 polypeptide have the same physiological function in mediating olfactory transduction. This has been fully considered, but is not 
deemed to be persuasive because the instant specification does not disclose a specific and substantial utility in its currently availabe form 
for the reasons set forth at pages 3-5 of the final rejection. 
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
